The Strategic Technologies Program has 
been created to help industry anticipate and 
respond to new competitive challenges. This 
program will help Canadian companies 
establish formal relationships—alliances— 
with other Canadian firms, foreign firms, 
universities or research institutes that wish 
to pool resources on innovative projects to 
develop or apply technology. It is intended 
that the work of these alliances will enhance 
the international competitiveness of Canadian 
companies. 


20GRAM ELEMENTS 


Research and Development Alliances— 
This component will support the formation 
of alliances among information technology 
firms to conduct pre-competitive research 
and development. 


Technology Application Alliances—This 
component will support alliances of the 
developers and users of information 
technologies to undertake pre-commercial 
technology applications. 


Feasibility Studies—This component 
provides support for feasibility studies, for 
example, to investigate projects to be 
undertaken by a potential alliance. 


[HO CAN APPLY FOR FUNDING? 


Projects must involve alliances among 
companies and may include such 
organizations as universities or research 
institutes. Eligibility for assistance is 

limited to corporations and partnerships 
operating in Canada that represent alliances 
planning leading-edge research, development 
or application projects in information 
technologies. 


Assistance will not be provided directly to 
government laboratories or Crown 
corporations, but such organizations may be 
sub-contractors to, or participants in, 
alliances. 


SExecr ION CRITERIA 


Proposals receiving support will be research, 
development or application projects in 
leading-edge fields of information technologies 
(including artificial intelligence and advanced 
manufacturing technologies) that have not 
been previously exploited in Canada. They 
will be characterized by high technological 
risk, significant commercial potential for 
the participants and potential impact on the 
international competitiveness of several 
firms in the sector. 


Proposals will be assessed in terms of: 
linkages being created, relevance to the 
objectives of the program, quality and 
leadership, and competitive viability. More 
specifically, the selection will be based on 
the extent to which projects: 


® involve various corporations, universities 
and research institutes in R&D projects or 
involve producers and users of technology 
in application projects; 


¢ entail significant technological innovation 
and risk; 


¢ enhance Canada’s scientific and technological 
skills, knowledge, and personnel; 


¢ improve Canada’s industrial infrastructure 
and the international competitiveness of 
developers and users of the technologies; 
and 


® create linkages for the broad diffusion of 


information technologies and applied 
knowledge acquired through the alliance. 


P, ROJECT. S NOT ELIGIBLE 


Projects that would not qualify for funding 
include those that: 


e would proceed without government 
assistance or 


¢ would be more appropriately supported 
under other government programs. 


OTAL SUPPORT AVAILABLE 
AND ELIGIBLE COSTS 


Under this program, R&D alliances or 
technology application alliances may receive 
non-repayable contributions of up to 50 
percent of the eligible costs for each project. 
These costs must be directly attributable to 
the project and may include: 


® salaries of scientists, engineers, analysts, 
programmers and technical staff; 


@ a portion of management salaries when 
acting in above capacities; 


e the cost of project materials, components, 
and special purpose machinery and 
equipment; 


© test and evaluation prototype costs; 
© travel and communication costs; 
® sub-contract costs; 


® tuition, conference fees and training 
costs; and 


® certain fees related to the filing in North 
America of applications for the protection 
of intellectual property rights arising from 
the project. 


Feasibility studies may be eligible for a 
contribution of up to $50,000, which is to 
be at least matched by the proponents of 
the alliance. 


Applications will be accepted until March 
31, 1993.
